Instructions 


1. Print out the eyepatch and cut it out. 


2. Snip a 11/4-inch slit in the bottom on the 
dashed line. Then glue or tape the cut edges 
back together so that they overlap a bit, 
causing the patch to cup slightly. 


3. Next, use the tips of the scissors to make 
a small hole in each of the upper corners of 
the patch in the areas shown. 


4. Cut a piece of string or thin sewing elastic 
to a length that is just a little longer than 
necessary to fit around a child’s head. Thread 
the ends through the holes in the front of the 
patch. Then knot the ends and gently pull 
them into place so the knots rest against the 
the inside of the patch. 
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
